An eminent authority on agri­ 
cultural matters says the per acre 
yields of cotton in Texas are now 
the lowest of any of the major 
cotton states. 
According 
to 
this 
authority, 
“Texas still produces large yields 
of cotton, but this is done at the 
cost of an ever-increasing acre­ 
age. 
Ten years ago Texas only 
planted about 10,500,000 acres of 
cotton, but last year the acreage 
was almost 18,000,000 acres with 
a yield of 139 pounds of lint per 
acre, as against 156 pounds for 
the South as a whole. 
The Texas 
10-year acreage 
lint 
production 
per acre is 134 pounds, or barely 
one-fourth of a bale 
per 
acre. 
Before the boll weevil came 
to 
Texas in 1896 the average yield 
was around 190 pounds an acre 
with yields of 291 pounds in 1892 
and 230 and 220 pounds in 1894, 
1900 and 1907. 
Since then the 
decline in yields has gone on ev­ 
ery year, the lowest being in 1921, 
when it was ninety-eight pounds 
an acre. 
“Low 
cotton 
yields 
have 
brought about increasing tenancy. 
The practice of 
burning 
cotton 
stalks and wheat straw also has 
helped to destroy the organic mat­ 
ter, which is essential to the life of 
the soil. 
Because there is no or­ 
ganic matter left in the black lands 
they can not be 
fertilized 
with 
commercial plant 
food like the 
cheaper sandy 
soils. 
Soils are 
washing away on unterraced lands. 
Increased dairy 
farming, 
cattle 
taising and a changed system of 
farming will bring about a resto­ 
ration, although it may be slow.”

WOULD LEA VE NO REFUGE 
FOR T H E CATTLE TICK 


(From the Dallas News and en­ 
dorsed by the Bryan Daily Eagle.) 
If the Senate should pass and 
the Governor approve a measure 
which the House passed Thursday 
by the top-heavy majority of 109 
to 17, Texas would be put in the 
way of taking a long step forward 
in the work of cattle tick ex-adi- 
t ation. 
Indeed, we might easily 
tiae the goal toward which we have 
been advancing for many 
years, 
but with such halts and faltering 
as to make it seem to many that we 
should never altogether free Texas 
or the heavy tax 
which the tick 
levies on both the cattle and dairy­ 
ing industries cf the State. 
The existing 
tick 
eradication 
law authorizes the Live Stock San­ 
itary Commission 
to 
designate 
counties, 
within 
defined 
boun­ 
daries, in which eradication shall 
ba effected by dipping. 
But the 
defined boundaries exclude from 
the authority 
thus 
given it all 
counties lying east of the Brazos 
from its mouth to the northwest­ 
ern point ox Robertson county and 
south arid eu>t of a meandering 
line from there to the southern 
line of Harrison county arid thence 
down the eastern border of the 
State to the Gulf.

roughly described area, composed 
of something like thirty counties, 
the Live Stock Sanitary Commis­ 
sion has had nu authority to make 
w«t on the cattle tick.

Use C alcium C y an id e 
As a poison for red ants, cal­ 
cium cyanide should be used in­ 
stead of potassium cyanide men­ 
tioned in the Eagle last week. If 
you can not obtain the calcium cy­ 
anide locally, it may be obtained 
of the government through your 
county agent, one dollar plus ex­ 
press for 5 pounds. 
In using this 
poison one should be careful and 
not breathe the poisonous fumes 
given off by the powder. One or 
two tablespoonfuls will likely des­ 
troy an ant bed.
